Referendum 
Will Be 


Taken By Seven 
Unions On the Recom- 
mendation By the 
Chiefs That They Ac-\ 
cept Under Protest 


CHICAGO, July 23. — The 


specter of a national railroad 
strike executed to a quick fade 
out today, at least for the time 
being. 


Following meetings which 


lasted 
until 
late 
Thursday 
;ht, the representatives of 


sixteen of the seventeen trans- 
portation unions, acting sepa- 
rately, voted to accept under 
protest the $600-000,000 wage 
increase award of the United 
States labor board. 


The chiefs of nine of the unions 


voted to accept tne award outright, 
without submitting it to a referendum 
vote of the rank and file of their or- 
ganizations. 
The 
heads 
of seven 


other unions voted to place the award 
before their members for a referen- 
dum, 
racommendmg that it be accept- 


ed. 


Only one of the unions—the Order 


of Railway Telegraphers— voted. to 
take the award to its membership at 
large with the order that a strike vote 
be taken. 


Final decision on the award by the 


vote of the railway workers who are 
to record their attitude toward it by 
the referendum will not be made be- 
fore September 1, it was s(ated by 
the brotherhood heads.

TROUBLE THREATENS TO SPREAD 


BELFAST; MANY OF

Ninety Arrests Made By Soldiers And Constables 


—Four Regiments of British Troops on Guard 
In City—"No One Can Tell Where Rioting 
Will Endf" Says Chief Secretary 


LONDON, July 23.—Thirteen persons were killed in 


violent street fighting that raged at Belfast during the 
night, according to revised estimates of casualties tele- 
graphed from the Ulster city this afternoon. This number 
is1 believed to include some of the wounded who suc- 
cumbed to their injuries. 


The trouble spread to Banbridge 
where soldiers 


charged a mob with fixed bayonets. Two persons are re- 
ported to have been killed at Banbridge. 


LONDON, July 23. — Eight more persons were killed in 


fighting that raged between Sinn Feiners and Unionists at Bel- 
fast during the night, said a Central News dispatch from Bel- 
fast today. 


An earlier dispatch filed at Belfast at 11:00 o'clock last 


night said that nine persons had been killed in fighting and riota 
up to that hour. 


A dispatch from Belfast at noon said that a heavy rain- 


storm had set in which scattered the crowds and aided material- 
ly in quieting the city. 


Latest advices put the number of wounded at 150, which 


was far in excess of earlier estimates. The most of the dead 
were said to be Nationalists (Anti-Unionists). Many are women 
and children.
